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: Loss-Leaders in Wheat 


RADE MINISTER HOWE HAS 

infermed a press conference 
there is “some indication” that the 
United States will modify its . policy 
regarding tied wheat sales. It is. to 
be hoped that even the unsettled 
conditions of a presidential election 
campaign will not hamper a revision 
of this practice, for the policy 
threatens Canadian agriculture with 
serious repercussions. 


It has been revealed only within 
the last few days that United States 
offers of large quantities of surplus 
wheat to overseas countries have 
been conditional upon the recipient 
undertaking to buy further supplies 
in future years. 

The current arrangement now 
being negotiated with Brazil, for in- 
stance, stipulates that in return for 
1,800,000 tons of surplus American 
wheat to be paid for in Brazilian 
currency (rather than in US. 
funds) the importer would pledge to 
purchase specified quantities of U.S 
wheat over the next three years. 

Similar arrangements are be- 
lived to, have been made in regard 
to other U.S. sales and gifts of 
grain. 

Such a system of deals is far 
from the spirit of international co- 
operation which Canada has been 
led to expect from the United 
States. No less is it a violation of the 
spirit of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade renewed recently 
at Geneva and designed to facilitate 
and encourage international. trade 

It had been hard enough for 


Canada’s grain. producers to see po- 
tential customers obtaining U.S. 


wheat under loss-leader , conditions. 
It is much worse to find that these 


customers will be lost to us for sev- | 


eral years to come as a fesult of 
their commitments to the United 
States. 

What this does to Canada’s po- 
tential grain markets is. obvious. 
What the United States in effect is 
doing is to transfer part of its sur- 
plus grain problem to Canada. Much 
of that problem is the direct result 
of the politically-inspired American 
policy of subsidizing grain produc- 
tion when markets do not exist for 
norfhal absorption of existing sup- 
plies. 

But one of the most unsettling 
features of the whole situation is 
that the U.S. deals with grain cus- 
tomers have been made in secret. 
Until recently Ottawa had no inkling 
that such arrangements were being 
made. We have good cause to feel 
that there has been something less 
than candour in this: matter, Wash- 
ington’s rejection of Canada’s pro- 
tests regarding the Brazilian deal 
shows little regard for the welfare of

finite duty to the less for- 
tunate members of society. 

These are some of the 
personal reasons why I 
feel very strongly about the 
Community Chest. 

Actually, I prefer the 
simpler setup of a village

I prefer it because of the personal touch 
and because it seems more natural to do these 
things in a neighborly kind of way.

Enlarged Lymph Nodes

Any person whose lymph nodes in the 
neck enlarge greatly should know enough to 
go quickly to a physician to see what is 
wrong. Oftentimes, when the glands enlarge 
a little bit, perhaps with an attack of what 
looks ‘like a siege of influenza, it doesn't 
mean much. There are many persons whose 
lymph nodes tend to enlarge whenever they 
run a fever. 

Some young people get 
or infectious mononucleasis 
influenza-like disease which 
can make the person un 
comfortable for six months 
or more. The disease can 
be identified by laboratory 
tests. 

In the old days, many 
young people in tuber 
culous families got en- 
larged lymph nodes in the 
neck, and later these broke 
down and discharged for 
years. Today, |we seldom Dr. Alvarez 
see this. Nobody but an old physician knows 
what a wonderful boon to children certified 
and pasteurized milks have been. In the old 
days, when children drank raw milk, they 
took in large numbers of tubercle bacilli from 
the often infected cows. As a result, hun 
dreds of thousands got tuberculosis of lymph 
nodes, joints, bones, bowels and the meninges 
{coverings of the brain), or the kidneys. 

In middle-aged persons great enlargement 
of the lymph nodes can be due to Hodgkin's 
disease, which is a cancer-like disease due 
apparently to a virus. It can be cleared up 
often with X-ray. 1 have seen cases in which 
it disappeared for seven or eight years 

In older persons the physician has to think 
of caricer which has spread down from the 
region of the mouth or up from the lungs 
or the stomach. Often the best thing. the 
physician can do is to remove a gland and 
examine it under the microscope to see what 
it is. 


BREAST OPERATIONS 

Many women keep asking me if 
should send for one of the quack remedies 
that, according to advertisements, will cause 
a much-desired enlargement of the breasts 
My answer is that the Better Business 
Bureats tell me that the herb in these 
medicines is of absolutely no value. It has 
no effect whatsoever on the breasts. Un 
fortunately, many women are 80 unhappy 
with their small breasts tHat they will hand

glandular fever

their money over to any crook who will 
promise them results 

A few years ago, some surgeons advocated 
pushing small breasts forward by stuffing in 
behind them a certain amount of sponge 
like plastic. | doubted very much if this was 
wise because experiments have shown that 
almost any plastic, when put in contact with 
the tissues of the body, will produce cancer 
Accordingly, I advised the women who asked 
me about the operation not to have it. How 
ever, many went ahead and were operated on 
and recently some have been writing to tell 
me that they not only. failed to get the re 
sults they desired, but they got themselves 
into a mess. Their breasts felt so hard and 
lumpy and uncomfortable that they had to 
go to another surgeon and ask him to take 
the material out again 

Every so often I see a woman with such 
large breasts that she wishes something could 
be done to cut down on their weight and to 
lessen. the deformity. Many a time in the 
past, when I have asked an excellent breast 
or plastic surgeon if he cared to help such an 
unhappy woman with her problem, he said 
that he did not dare attempt it 

He knew the technic of the several oper 
ations that have’ been designed to do what 
the woman wanted, but, in his experience 
the results had so often been unsatisfactory 
that he did nat care to attempt this type of 
work

But Aristotle wrote on a num- 
ber of widely different subjects, | 
all of which he considered phil- 
osophy. That word is coined 
from two Greek words meaning 
love and wisdom. To Aristotle, 
philosophy was the love of wis- 
dom. } 

In that meaning of the word, 
you are a philosopher every 
time you want to ask Andy e 
question. You would love to 
have some more wisdom, know!- 
edge or information about some 
thing or other. However, since 
Aristotle's day, the word. phil- 
osophy has somewhat clHanged 
its meaning. Most people are 
agreed that it is the most im- 
portant, the master study of ail 
studies. It begins with your 
| wondering and wanting to know 
|about yourself, other people, the 
world and what makes it work. ! 
Certainly Andy agrees that that 
kind of curiosity is the greatest | 
of all riches anyone can possess. 

If you think about it, you will 
see that it leads you through 
your life.. You follow up your 
interests, the things you are 
curious about. This helps you 
to learn, enjoy things and form 
opinions. As you learn about 
something, you cannot help 
learning more about yourself 
and the whole world. So, you 
see, everyone is a philosopher, 
whether he knows it or not. 

Since Aristotle’s day, certain 
subjects have been taken away 
from the study of philosophy 
We no longer class astronomy, 
botany, zoology or petrology 
under the master study as he 
did, We call these subjects the 
physical sciences. They deal 
with subjects we can see, touch 
and examine with our senses 

Philosophy is left. to deal 
with the important things we 
canont touch and see. It is con 
cerned with reason, intelligence, 
emotions, opinions and _ the 
plain old logic of common- 
sense. Very often, an argument 
about such things cannot be 
proved one way or the other 
But every such debate opens 
up the mind and sets it think 
ing about big, important things. 

One branch of philosophy is 
called ethics. This is the study 
of right and wrong, good con 
duct and bad conduct Every 
sensible person gives a lot of 
thought to this branch of phi 
losophy Another branch of 
philosophy is metaphysics 
meaning beyond the material 
or physical world. It considers 
such questions as: What is the 
cause of the world or the sky?

In philosophy we give every 
one a chance to consider his 
own most important thoughts. 
A philosopher has the right to 
think these things through and 
come to his own opinions.

Enlarged Lymph Nodes 


Dr Alvarer ts Emeritus Consultant in Medicine, Maye 
Clinic and Emeritu® Professor of Medicine 
Mayo Poundation 


Any person whose lymph nodes in the 
neck enlarge greatly should know enough to 
go quickly to a physician to see what is 
wrong. Oftentimes, when the glands enlarge 
a little bit, perhaps with an attack of what 
looks like a siege of influenza, it. doesn't 
mean much. There are many persons whose 
lymph nodes tend to enlarge whenever they 
run a fever 

Some young people get 
or infectious mononucleasis. 
influenza-like disease which 
can make the person un 
comfortable for six months 
or more. The disease can 
be identified by laboratory 
tests. 

In the old days, many 
young people in tuber- 
culous families got en- 
larged lymph nodes in the 
neck, and later these broke 
down and discharged for 
years. Today, we seldom Dr. Alvarez 
see this. Nobody but an old physician knows 
what a wonderful boon to children certified 
and pasteurized milks have been. In the old 
days, when children drank raw milk, they 
took in large numbers of tubercle bacilli from 
the often infected cows As a result, hun 
dreds of thousands got tuberculosis of lymph 
nodes, joints, bones, bowels and the meninges 
(coverings of the brain), or the kidneys 

In middle-aged persons great enlargement 
of the lymph nodes can be due to Hodgkin's 
disease, which is a cancer-like disease due 
apparently to a virus. It can be cleared up 
often with X-ray. I have seen cases in which 
it disappeared for seven or eight years 

In older persons the physician has to think 
of cancer which has spread down from the 
region of the mouth or up from the lungs 
or the stomach Often the best ‘thing the 
physician can do is to remove a gland and 
examine it under the microscope to see what 
it is. 

, BREAST OPERATIONS 

Many women: keep asking me 
should send for one of the quack remedies 
that, according to advertisements will cause 
a much-desired enlargement of the breasts 
My answer is that the Better Business 
Bureaus tell me that the herb in these 
medicines ts of absolutely no value. It has 
no effect whatsoever on the breasts Un 
fortunately; many women are 50 unhappy 
with their small breasts that they will hand

A few years ago, some surgeons advocated 
pushing small breasts forward by stuffing in 
behind them a certain amount of sponge 
like plastic. 1 doubted very much if this was 
wise because experiments have shown that 
almost any plastic, when put in contact with 
the tissues of the body, will produce cancer 
Accordingly, I advised the women who asked 
mre about the operation not to have it. How 
ever, many went ahead and were operated on 
and recently some have seen writing to tell 
me that they not only failed to get the re 
sults they desired, but they got themselves 
into a mess. Their breasts felt so hard and 
lumpy and uncomfortable that they had to 
go to another surgeon and ask him to take 
the material out again 

Every so often I s€e a woman with such 
large breasts that she wishes something could 
be done to cut down on their weight and to 
lessen the deformity Many a time in the 
past, when I have asked an excellent breast 
or plastic surgeon if he cared to help such an 
unhappy woman with her problem, he said 
that he did not dare attempt it 

He knew the technic of the several ope 
ations that have been designed to do what 
the woman wanted, but, in his experience 
the results had so often been unsatisfactory 
that he did not care to attempt this type of 
work

Many players mis- 
takenly think that any 
jump to game is a final 
decision command 
ing partner to stop. This 
ig not a logical idea, and 

experts do not follow it. 

North's bid of four 
hearts could not be 
meant as a shut-out bid 

since he had enjoyed the 
chance to bid four hearts 
at his very first turn. 
| When North opened 
with- one heart and jumped to four hearts at his next 
turn he showed a solid suit and some outside strength. 
Without the outside strength, he would have bid four 
hearts to begin with, without a solid suit, he would not 
have been strong enoligh to bid up to four hearts. 

| South correctly interpreted the nature of his part- 
ner’s hand. By using the Blackwood Convention he dis- 
covered that his partner had two aces and only one king. 
It-was now clear that, the jump to four hearts was based 
on. very..little side strength and therefore a very strong 
heart suit South could tell that there would be enough 
tricks to guarantee a grand slam, and ‘he therefore 
' wasted no time in bidding it.
